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New Day For Austria 


VIENNA (Spl.) — For the 
first time since the rise of the 
Nazis to power in 1933, Austria 
is breathing freely, with the 
menace of the _ long-feared 
anschluss with Germany a 
spectre of the past, 

Enjoying for the present a 
marked upturn in her economic 
condition, Austria is beginning 
to see a rift in the clouds for 
her people, after years of 
steady decline since the holo- 
eaust of 1918, The picture at 
left shows the swastika in faint 
outline over lovely Vienna 
where its influence is waning 
to almost naught. 

Austria and her Jewish pop- 
ulation believe that a continued 
business spurt will enable her 
to maintain her independence 
against the pressure of Ger- 
many and allow her to regain 
democracy from the _ semli- 
Fascist. dictatorship of the 
group now in power. 

Austria’s recent renounce. 
ment of the sanctions against 
Italy is evidence of her grati- 
tude towards that nation for 
thwarting the Nazi putsch last 
July which would have made 
the Republic a part of Ger- 
many. 

On the other side, the danger 
rests with the possibility of the 
restoration of Archduke Otto. to 
the throne, When it seemed 
that the pretender might once 

gain place the Hapsburgs into 
power, the Little Entente, Ru- 
mania, Czechoslovakia and 
Jugoslavia, immediately de 
clared their intention of mobil- 
izing.

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Raid On Smolar’s Rooms Should Have 
Salutary Effect On Getting Honest 
News From Nazis 


The answer to the often-uttered query why the Nazis, if they 
really contro] the press as news reports and returning investiga- 
tors declare, allow articles of Nazi atrocities to be sent from Ger- 
Many to newspapers throughout the world, was given last week, 
when the Gestapo, after raiding the Berlin home of Boris Smolar, 
chief European correspondent of the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, 
dismissed any charges against him almost immediately and re- 
turned his passport with complete apologies. 

Why? 

Because no sooner than had news of the search of Smolar’s 
rooms reacned the ears of the foreign correspondents in the Nazi 
capita] than the Association of American Correspondents, the 
American Embassy and almost every foreign correspondent sta- 
tioned in Berlin entered vigorous protests against the encroach- 
ments on the rights of a newspaperman, 

News articles about the Nazi regime may be bad enough from 
the Nazi standpoint, but Nazi officials recognize that they could 
be worse. 

How the press reacts to any attempt to limit them from the 
performance of their assigned duty may be seen from the quick- 
ness With which editors rally to the side of any reporter arrested 
by officials with whom their search for facts causes them te 
conflict. 

Consequently, with their discerning knowledge of the intrica- 
cies of propaganda, for which even their enemies admit they are 
eminently fitted, the Nazis discovered that they had stepped too 
far, and were quick to retract their rashness, The foreign press, 
it is true, has reported what is happening in Germany, but on the- 
other hand, has not refrained from giving credit to the Nazis for 
the improvements, and they are not few, that the new regime has 
brought to German morale and, until recently, employment. 


To tempt. further the press, the Nazis discovered, was bad 
business. Then, too, the standing of Smolar, who reports events 
in Germany for this paper, cannot be overlooked in summarizing 
the Nazi debacle. A European correspondent for the JTA for the 
past ten years, Smolar is classed in the top rank of foreign corre- 
spondents for United States newspapers. He is known throughout 
Continental capitals as a fearless reporter. That the Nazis admire 
hig courage, they have, often admitted, even though their admis- 
sions are tacit almost to the point of denial. 


Newspaper editors are never more Vigilant than when their 
Own rights are invaded, Martin Mooney’s jailing has already 
drawn upon New York courts and Officials the wrath of newspa- 
permen everyWhere. This same jeopardizing of the precious news- 
paper heritage of fiee speech for newspapermen is guarded just 
as zealously for correspondents of U, S. newspapers stationed in 
Europe. This fact the Nazis found out when they attempted to 
restrain Smolar, whom they no doubt reckoned as the weakest 
link in the chain of Berlin correspondents, 


The episode, fraught as it was with danger for Smolar, will 
no doubt have a salutary effect on the rights of newspapermen in 
Naziland, Reports from Germany, it will be noticed by those who 

, reflect on what they read, will be more frank and less subtle. 
Nazis will hesitate again to caution or by any overt act intimi- 
date American newspapermen, 














Judgment Should Be Withheld Until 
Complete PlanIs Presented 


If first reports of the mass exodus plan broached by the three 
British Jewish leaders are true, the scheme has earned for itself 
the denuncictions it deserved, but until a complete statement is 
forthcoming it will be wise to withhold final judgment. 

Sir Herbert Samuel, Lord Bearsted and Simon Marks rose to 
their present positions by more sagacity than the immoral 
aspects of their reported Plan would signify. No one, better than 
these three, realize that a capitulation to the Nazis is as distaste- 
ful to world Jewry, as it would be fatal to the very results the 
plan hopes to accomplish. 

Several American Jewish leaders, pos- 
Sibly the American Jewish Committee, have arranged and are a 

‘party to the visit. All logic points to the fact that some com- 
munication took place between American and British leaders be- 
fore* the visit was consummated, Consequently, American 
leaders by acknowledging the urgency of a voyage countenanced 
the tentative plan, it may be vouchsafed that it is more substan- 
tial and less dishonorable than news reports would indicate.

At the request of a friend I write 
to express my Views on the con- 
troversy as to the merits of a Jew- 
ish War Veterans Organization. To 
do this requires, I fear, too per- 
sonal application of my own exPer- 
ience and perhaps too much use of 
the personal- pronoun. Neverthe 
less, having been interested in the 
clippings sent me and having been 
urged to make a statement, I en. 
ter the fray in good spirit and 
with the full knowledge that what 
I write will have very little in- 
fluence on such an organization as 
the Jewish War Veterans of the 
United States but it might upon 
some prospective or eligible mem- 
ber. 

Getting personal, as_ predicted 
above, I am now Serving as Com- 
mander of an American Legion 
Post in Chattanooga, which today 
has 500 paid members and which 


will possibly have 750 members be- | 


fore the end of 1936. In 1928 I 
served as commander of a post in 
Florida, which had a membership 
of about 550. I have twice re- 


ceived citations from the Legion | 


for other services rendered. I have 
served in the ranks of the Legion 
to the top of two Posts and there. 
fore, I feel I know the activities 
of the Legion from every side. I 
am the only Jew who has been a 
commander of Sarasota Bay Post, 
Florida, and the second Jew who 
has served as commander in Chat- 
tanooga, 


I know quite well that there al-; 


ways has been prejudice against 
the Jew and always will be with 
certain uninformed people. I know 
too that it is unjustifiable, but I 
further know from _ observation, 
that self isolation of the Jew has 
tended to hinder reduction of that 


prejudice. When he mixes and 
serves, where his services are 
needed, wanted and appreciated, 


he himself feels less prejudice and 
more neighborness. He 
himself more and demands more 
respect. 

A Jewish organization can do no 
more for a Jewish veteran in need 
than the American Legion or D, A. 
V. I have read the objectives of 
the Jewish War Veterans and they 
are hardly different from those of 
the American Legion. I am a 
member of the B’nai B'rith, Amer- 
ican Jewish Committee and other 
Jewish organizations and I believe 
these organizations are the ones to 
accomplish our battle against Anti- 
Semitism. 

I agree fully with Rabbi Fried- 
man, as has been often stated, that 
there is no need for hyphenated 
Americanism, The Jewish veter- 
an was an American soldier, not 
segregated in the service for his 
country during war. Why then 
should he segregate himself during 
service for his community, state or 
nation, during peace, 

My suggestion would be to Jew- 
ish veterans who are not affiliated 
with the Legion, that they investi- 
gate its activities, its broad scope 
of service to veterans of all
